were found the Initials "T. H." 


The condition of the • body showed 


that death had occurred within a day 
or two. The body is that of a man 
of about 32 years of age. The cloth- 
ing on it is of good quality. The hands 
of tlie deceased showed that he had 
recently worked in the woods. 
He 


was seen lying at a spot near where 
the body was found Saturday after- 
noon, but passers-by believed him to 
be some one overcome with liquor and 
made no investigation.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—John F. 


Wallace, formerly chief engineer of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, today^tes- 
tifled before 
the 
Senate Committee 


concerning the type of canal to be con- 
structed across the Isthmus of Pana- 


He was asked to state his views, 


and prefaced his examination with a 
general statement, which, In part, fol- 
lows; 


SEA LEVEL CANAL. 


Mr. Wallace, In advocating an ap- 


proximate straight sea level canal, of 
ample width and depth, as the beat 
type, urged that any other plan which 
places restrictions upon the probabl» 
permanency of the canal Itself as well 
as upon the speed and the size and 
number of vessels passing through it 
must render the canal far less valu- 
able; that the deterrent factors In this 
connection are relative time and cost, 
and that In approaching the discus- 
sion of the question 
of 
how much 


money the Americans supposedly are 
willing to Invest In the canal, and how 
much time they are willing to wait 
for its proper accomplishment, should 
be considered. He said that, Judged by 
the capitalization and dividends now 
paid upon the stock .of the Suez canal, 
It Is apparent that the rates charged 
for transit through it are excessive 
and that thus a material saving would 
be offered commerce by the Panama 
route. 


TONNAGE THROUGH SUEZ 


"Assuming that the present tonnage 


through Suez of, say 10,000,000 tons 
per year, would pass through the Pan- 
ama canal, even at a dollar 
a ton, 


there would be," he said, " an , ap- 
proximate income of $10,000,000, which 
is sufficient to justify an expenditure 
of $300,000,000." 


The latter figure -he deemed ample 


to construct the sea level canal. 
As 


to the additional time Involved, Mr, 
Wallace predicted that upon a basis 
"of reasonable energy and the use of 
proper business methods 
of admin- 


istration, .a sea level canal can 
be 


fully completed in ten,' or, to be en- 
tirely safe, say, twelve years, and 
a 


lock canal, even If only 60 feet above 
the sea level, would require only three 
years less."

were handled by a single contracting 
firm,

DECLINE TO RECOMMEND 


Mr. Wallace contended that 
If 
It 


was not too much to hope that 
the 


committee will decline to recommend 
any form 
of canal 
which 
Is 
not 


capable of being in the future trans- 
formed Into a sea level canal without 
undue Interference with the world's 
:raffic or undue additional cost, that 
this fact alone should take ths rec- 
ommendation of the minority of 
th« 


board ot consulting engineers and th» 
recommendations of the majority 
of 


the Isthmian canal commission out of 
really, serious consideration. 


Mr. Wallace 
Questioned 
whether 


Congress would feel justified In en- 
dorsing the construction of any dam of 
large dimensions, retaining a head of 
water, say 86 feet, the foundation of 
which does not extend to bedrock or 
to soms equally reliable strata. 


"Is It either safe 
or 
-wise," 
he, 


asked, "to authorize the building of a 
dam, one half mile long, to retain a 
head of water of SB feet across an al- 
luvial valley, similar to tiie valley of 
the Chagres at Gatun, In which exist 
altogether two subservlce gorges, one 
of which alone is 1000 feet across a*d' 
240 feet deep, which has evidently been 
refilled with a heterogenous mass of 
gravel, sand, etc., brought down by 
mountain streams?" 


TO BE FEARED. 


"With this situation in view," 
he 


said, "It Is greatly to be feared that 
the dam at Gatun proposed by a minor- 
ity board of consulting engineers and 
endorsed by a majority of the Isthmian 
canal commission, might, after some 
years, be found 
Incapable of with- 


standing the strain upon It. He point- 
ed out reasons for apprehension 
on 


this point, and sal* his remarks on j 
this subject applied, though in a les- 
ser degree, to the series of dams and 
barrages holding back a head of flfty- 
flve feet of water, which it is proposed 
by the minority report to construct 
across the alluvial valley of the Rio 
Grande on the Pacific side of the canal. 
If it Is decided to build a lock canal, 
Mr. Wallace said, then it Is to be 
earnestly hoped only such form of lock 
canal will be authorized as will be ad- 
missible in connection v'ith the con- 
struction of a dam at Gamboa, where 
it Is positively known that the primary 
rock foundation exists at no greater 
depth than sea level, rather than 
at 


Gatun. 
There is, he said, no urgency 


that to his mind would Justify the 
great risk of earth dams at Gatun or 
La Boca, 


The army engineers, he said, could 


most efficiently supervise the contrac- 
tor and all the governmental functions, 
Including policing and sanitation, could 
easily be performed under the control 
and 'direction of the government of the 
canal zone. 


Mr. Wallace pointed out that In con- 


sidering additional time required for 
the construction of a sea level canal, 
the prompt and efficient utilization of 
the Panama Railroad IB a matter of 
great importance. 


TWO SUGGESTIONS. 


Mr. Wallace said there are two sug- 


gestions which had been subjected to 
careful review because 
of 
criticism 


passed on them. First, that the rail- 
road should be substituted for the canal 
while the latter is being constructed. 
If so, he said, it should be completely 
separated in management and control 
from any steamship line at either end, 
and the transfers from ship to ship 
should bo at a flat rate per ton, regard- 
less of classification, except that light 
and bulky articles should be rated at 
a certain number of cubic feet to the 
ton. 


This rate, ,he contended, should not 


exceed S2 per ton, and should be re- 
duced as business increases. 
Under 


such a system of administration, he 
urged, there Is no occasion 
for 
the 


Panama railroad to maintain a corpor- 
ate existence, with offices In New York, 
for the road can be better controlled 
by a single competent railway manager 
on the Isthmus. 
This arrangement 


alone, he said, would save a large an- 
nual expenditure which, he\ asserted. 
Is now apparently wasted on the Pan- 
ama Railroad organization, and "would 
do away with the complexities which 
that organization evidently produces, 
while at the same time the embarrass- 
ing questions arising from the alliance 
of steamship lines with 
the transit 


across the isthmus could Ibe separately 
considered on their merits." 


FINAL SUGGESTIONS, 


In closing, Mr. Wallace said: 
"It is much easier to relaln and reg- 


ulate the movement of traffic along the 
lines to which it has been accustomed 
than it is to regain It after It ha« been 
once diverted to new rotiites,_ and the 
committee ought not to overlook the 
completion of the Tehuantepec route, 
which Is now being provided with every

Raisin Growers Have Put 


an End to Their 


Organization, 


FRESNO. March 20.—The U*t of 


some 2600 checks were 
mailed this 


morning to the raisin growers and the 
California Raisin Growers' Company, 
the blg^ co-operative organization, Is 
now practically a thing of the past. 
About one hundred clerks received 
their discharge and the extensive offi- 
ces are being closed, and hereafter but 
one man, a cashier, will represent the 
$5,000,000 concern that 
promised so 


much twelve months ago for the raliin 
Industry of California. 
The corpora- 


tion itself will maintain legal exist- 
ence, In case It Is ever found wise to 
revive It In actual operation. 


The amount paid out on this last 


payment aggregates over $400,000 and 
represents final payment on last year's 
crop. 


From this time on raisin growers 


will go It as Individuals, at least for 
three years or more. 
The failure of 


the pooling scheme of the growers Is 
*now complete and the packers 
have 


everything In their own hands. 


President Tarpey and VIce-Presldent 


Nichols both gave up today, after hold- 
ing on to forlorn hope when everybody 
else was making contracts with the 
packers and canners. The prices of 
raisins still continues at 3% cents, and 
Im'mense acreage has 
already been 


signed up. The recent storm has In- 
jured yonng vines, but the yield will 
be enormous unless frost Interferes.

"Offenders • against the law are arrest- 
ed by policemen. 
Pupils

the principal; the others are dealt with 
by the Judge. There Is no corporal pun- 
ishment, and the worst penalty inflicted 
Is debarment from the franchise as a I 
citizen. At first, the pupils were anxious \ 
to find out about the judiciary system, " 
and became willing offenders, but 
they 
have come to see that it is no joke. Cul- 
prits are made to sweep walks, spade 
the garden, clean the yards and base- 
ments, under the direction of the chief 
of police.

In the course 
of last year 97,000 horses and 1072 dogs 
were butchered for human consumption.
